Leopold III was voted back to his 
throne by the Belgian parliament 
today. 


He has been in exile in Switzer- 


land since the war. The qusstion of 
bringing- him back split Belgium 
badly for months, with the Social- 
ists particularly being bitterly op- 
posed to his return. 


A joint session of both houses 


of parliament cast 198 affirma- 
tive votes for Leopold's return, 
with most opposition Socialists, 
Liberals 
arid Communists 
ab- 
staining in protest. 
There 'are 


387 members in both houses. 
The decision was on legislation 


to end 
the 
recency 
of Prince 
Charles, Leopold's brother. 


The opposition to Leopold was 
based in the main on two factors: 
His early surrender to the Ger- 
mans in 1950; and his marriage in 
1945 to a Flemish commoner after 
the death of his queen. 
The abstainers 
marched 
from 


the chamber before the vote, leav- 
ing the pro-king Social Christians 
to vote 
Leopold's 
return. 
Paul- 
Henri Spaak, Socialist leader and 
former premier, declared the So- 
cial Christians in so doing had ac- 
complished "one of the gravest and 
most disastrous acts of our his- 
tory."

the chamber, the

raded to the royal palace to pay 
one final tribute to Prince Charles.

Demands Grou; For Excess ProfitsTax 
To Prevent Any Possible Profiteering

WASHINGTON, July 20— UP)—. 
Demands arose on Capitol Hill to- 
day for a multi-billion dollars ex- 
cess profits tax on 
corporations, 
to prevent profiteering. 
A general, tax boosting bill—pos- 
sibly putting larger levies on indi- 
vidual incomes, along with higher 
taxes on corporation profits—will 
replace 
the $1,000,000,000 excise 
tax slashing measure that congress 
. has put aside. 
President Truman has given no- 
, tice that he will ask for more tax- 
es—he didn't say just when — to 
help finance the extra $10,000,000,000

needed for the battle agalnsf Com- 
" 
munlst aggression, to curb infla- 
tion, and to eliminate profiteering. 
The use of the word "profiteer- 
ing" was Interpreted In congress 
as meaning he Is certain to ask 
for an excess profits tax. If the 
wartime 85.5 per cent rate and 
base for calculating such profits 
were restored, they would yield 
the' government about $8,000,000- . 
000, one expert said. 
The president proposed a softer 
excess profits tax early last year, 
as an, anti-inflation measure, 'but 


congress turned it down. 


An excess profits tax drains off 


for the government 
corporation 
profits that exceed those of a speci- 
-fied normal profit period, or 
are 


above those deemed reasonable on 
the- basis of invested capital. 
The mood of congress now 
ap- 
pears to be that it will follow the 
president far, if not all the way, in 
providing more revenue. 
How- 
ever, action 
on a tax bill is not 
likely before November—after the 
elections—and possibly not -until 
January.

The smiling president was driv- 
en, slowly under the 11 triumphal 
arches erected over the street for 
his first official visit to Nuenvo 
Laredo. About 75,000 persons were 
on hand to greet Aleman. 
Gov. Allan Shivers of Texas 


was scheduled 
to arrive 
by 
plane at Laredo, 
Texas, just 
across the river, shortly 
aftei 
Aleman's entry Into Neuvo La- 
redo. But Shivers was late and 
arrangements to give him 
a 
speedy escort from the Laredo 
airport here on his arrival. 
Skies were clear and tempera- 
tures mild as the presidential pa- 
rade began, more than an hour 
behind schedule. 
A speech from the balcony of 
the federal building was next on 
Aleman's schedule. He also was 
to dedicate a bus terminal and 
4,000,000-peso border station 
be- 


fore a banquet set for 1:30 p. m. 
This afternoon's program called 
for a visit to an irrigation proj- 
ect 10 miles upstream.

Texas Tidefands 
Rehearing Plea

Ten world-noted jurists sent with 
it a memorandum supporting the 
state's plea that Texas' Tidelands 
ownership is bound to the state by- 
international agreement. 
Attorney General Price Danie 


announcd that he would attach the 
15-page memoradum signed by the 
jurists to the state's petition. 


All of them agree, he said, that 
the Supreme Court erroneously in 
terpreted the Texas annexation 
agreement and should grant a re- 
hearing in the case. 
The memorandum contends that 
Texas cannot be considered "on 
equal footing" with other sates in 
tidelnads ownership, as the high 
court's 4-3 decision held. 


"In this case, there is an inter- 
national agreement which contains 
a specific retention of lands lying 
within the limits of the Republic 
of Texas. It is of the same nature 
and has the same effect-as a treaty 
or contract between independent 
nations," it said.

His ground 
fighters during the battle had 
knocked out eight of 10 North 
Korean tanks with 3.5 Inch rock- 
et launchers. 
The spokesman said at 9:20 p. m. 


(5:20 a. m.. CST) that about 50 
per cept of the American units in 
the Taejon area "succeeded in 
making a fairly orderly withdraw- 


One gun position may have been 
"cut up rather badly," he said. 
In addition to the 
eight Red 
tanks hit by the 3.50 .Inch ground- 
fired rockets, air strike reports 
showed that allied planes knocked 
out five more in the "outlying ap- 
proaches" to Taejon. 


The planes undoubtedly got more, 
the spokesman said. 


One of the eight tanks had pulled 
up near the command post of the 
34th infantry regiment and was 
"firing in all directions when some- 
one went up to the roof of the 
command post and knocked it out 
with a rocket," the army officer 
said.

Mac Arthur Says 
Reds Chance Lost 
For Korean Victory

Front line dispatches said today 
the 24th division was withdrawing 
from embattled Taejon and that 
the whereabouts of its commander, 
Maj. Gen. William F. Dean, was 
unknown. 


A MacArthur communique Issued, • 
at 12:30 a. m. today, Japan day- 
light time, (8:30 a. m. Thursday, 
CST) said the Americans clung to 
their positions but the communi- 
que appeared to be based on in- 
formation that was old. 
The communique said a Kore- 
an Communist infantry-tank at- 
tack Thursday 
afternoon was 
pressing at the city. Field dis- 
patches Indicated it had driven 
into the city, which was ablaze. 
The Americans held oft the Red 
attack for several hours. 
They 
used for the first time the new

3.5 inch ground rocket launcher—

first battlefield test. 
' This was reported by General 
MacArthur's public information of- 
ficer in a special communique to- 
night. Front line dispatches said 
an eighth tank later was knocked 
out.The weapon was manufactured 
and transported from the United 
States in only a few days. 
Battle-tested gunners 
of the 


24th division were supplied with 
the new gun only a short time 
before they turned It on the Com- 
munist tanks today when the 
battle for Taejon flamed again.

Livestock Cause 
Of Many Changes 
In Land-Leasing 


COLLEGE STATION, July 20.— 


UP)—A vast increase in the live- 
stock Industry in Texas is causing 
a change in land leasing agree- 
ments. 


C. H. Bates, 
extension farm 


management specialist at Texas A. 
and M. College, came up with some 
interesting 
facts 
after 
a close 


study of the situation. • 


He said this change was brought 
about by the fact that 45 per 
cent of the state's agricultural in- 
come now comes from livestock 
whereas 25 years ago tho farmer 
got only 20 per cent of his In- 
come from this source. 


Long Term Leases. 
This situation, 'coupled with tho 
fact that more than one-third of 
th0 farms arc operated by tenants 
is creating a great need for 
a 
practical long-term lease or rental 
agreement, Bates said. 
Both landlords and tenants are 
Interested in working out long- 
term rqntal agreements that will 
prove mutually benefici 1 to both. 
Involovod are such items as the 
division of tho initial cost of the 
brooding animals, the division of 
tho Income from livestock, how to 
divide the costs of improving pas- 
tures or sharing the supplementary 
pastures, soil buildings crops and 
tho like. 
Thorp also is the question of 
providing additional equipment in 
tho form of fences, water facili- 
ties, barns and other equipment 
that is needed on most tenant 
operated farms before the live- 
stock enterprise can be set up to 
tho host advantage. 
Improvements Needed. 


Bates said both parties must 
realize that through necessity the 
livestock rental contract must bo 
for several years. 
The pastures 
and equipment can be Improved 
slowly and this will in turn spread 
the expenditures over a long per- 
iod and will not\ necessitate the 
borrowing of excessive amounts 
of money to get the business go- 
ing. 


Bates also pointed out that tho 


kind of agreement will depend t> 
a groat extent upon the individuals 
making the contract but the im- 
portant item is to keep the agree- 
ment 
and 
arrangements 
on 
a 
sound and practical basis. 
He said that several 
different 


types of rental agreements 
are 


now being tried and that county 
agriculture 
agents 
are working 
with landlords and tenants trying 
to work out on the ground the 
best and most mutually beneficial 
contracts pssible.'»

In. a sort of huge camp meeting, 
Samuel gathered Israel together at 
Mtzpah, a hill north of Jerusalem. 
The name Mizpah means "watch- 
tower"—a place apart for watch- 
ing and praying, for self-examina- 
tion and repentance. 
Here the 


people fasted and confessed their 
sins:-"We. have sinned against the 
Lord.''

Of course, a religious revival at- 
tracts the attention of all enemies 
of 
religion. 
In 
this case, the 


massing of the' Jews caused their 
overlords, the Philistines, to plan 
punitive action. 
When the Israel- 
ites . saw. the . advancing hosts, 
their hearts turned to water. They 
cried to Samuel to intercede with 
Jehovah. The God of Battle heard 
the prayers of his worshippers. 
A terrific storm discomfited the 
foe; and the Philistines fled, the 
Jews pursued them to a great 
victory. 


The Philistines never recovered, 


n Samuel's lifetime, from this tre- 
mendous defeat, and he continued 
:o lead his people until he was an 
old man. 'At last the time came 
for .him to hand over this leader- 
ship 'to another. Most public offi- 
cials dread such an occasion, for 
when their power is gone their 
njustices and abuses are brought 
lome to them. But Samuel stood 
Before the people and said, "Be- 
lold, here I am: witness against 
ne 
before 
the 
Lord 
whom 
have I defrauded? whom have I 
oppressed? or of whose hand have 
I received any bribe?" 


The people replied, "Thou hast 
not .defrauded us, nor. oppressed 
us, neither hast thou taken ought 
of any man's hand." 
And they 
called upon God for a witness. 
This was the secret of Samuel's 


brilliant career In a distressed and 
chaotic period; his perfect Integ 
rity, both to God and to mar 
Samuel sincerely asked God's guld 
ance, and fearlessly obeyed tha 
guidance when it came. God nev 
er forsook him; Samuel's' peopli 
always respected him. That kin( 
of integrity has never failed.

never will.

stolen in the state are recovered. 
Some In pretty bad shape and oth- 
ers unharmed. 


Frankly, we became vitally inter- 
ested in stolen cars afetr a weasle- 
faced chap sped away in ours. Two 
fellows on motorcycles and anoth- 
er-in a jeep gave, chase—so alarm- 
Ing the thief that he abandoned 
the car as quickly as possible. 
Four Embarrassing Calls 
In the meantime, we'received four 
embarrassing phone calls from the 
police departments of Dallas, High- 
land Park, University Park 
and 


from the Highway Patrol. 
In each instance the 
officers 
wanted to know "And 
did 
you 
leave your keys in the car"? The 
answer, was an apologetic "yes." 
"Dopes who leave their keys in 
the car. make it easy for car thiev- 
es,"'I/.'G. Dunaway, San Antonio 
police captain told us later. "Keys 
are an invitation to the amateur 
thief. The professional 
doesn't 
need them, but they save him trou- 
ble." 
• In a big city, so many cars are 
on the "stolen" lists that cruising 
patrolmen could not possibly re- 
member their license numbers and 
descriptions. Consequently most 
cars recovered are found abandon- 
ed, after their continued presence 
In one spot arouses suspicion. 
Main Classifications 
Dunaway put car thievery into 


four main classifications: 
1. Kids who want to joy ride or

Some Western military leadr 
ers have long felt that It was es- 
sential to get a large number of 
Western Germans under arms, 
partly to offset the rearming of 
Eastern Germany by Russia, but 
mostly to add to the 
total 
strength of Western Europe, In 
which the defense of Western 
Germany is a primary concern. 
Diplomatic officials 
said 
this 
matter has not yet come up for 
any top-level policy decision and 
the formal policy against German 
rearmament is fully subscribed to 
alike by the United States, Britain 
and France.

War Job Rumors 
Bring Hordes To 
TEC Office Here 


Unconfirmed rumors and biasei 
reports of war Jobs and 
defense 
plant openings have brought hordes 
of job seekers to the Corsicana 
branch of the Texas Employmen' 
Commission office, reports W. B 
Reedy, office director. 


He 
said his office has 
been 


swamped with applicants seeking 
jobs in defense plants and 
war 
jobs. 


"All types of workers, including 


office personnel 
and 
salesmen 
have reported," he said. 


Reedy said the only call 
his 


office has had so far for war- 
development workers was for li- 
censed aircraft mechanics and a 
limited number of highly spec- 
ialized metal workers. He said 
he didn't know where the 
ma- 
jority of these openings were. 
The TEC director 
said 
office 


files list a considerable number of 
available workers. However, 
he 
added, many of these are In 
th« 
unskilled class .nd over 35 years 
of age, Some, he said, are Work 
War II trained. 


Reedy said the local office has 
a backlog of available manpower 
suitable to fill any immediate de- 
mand, exclusive of some skilled 
trades. 


Judging from applications 
re- 
ceived thus far In July, Reedy said 
he expected the 
available-labor 
peak for this month to exceed any 
of the previous six months in 1950. 


The TEC director explained this 
increase in part by saying:1 


"Our job applicant rolls 
have 
been 
increased greatly by high 


school.and college graduates who 
are seeking jobs for the first time. 
"Also many families have found 
It impossible to meet the present 
high costs of living on one pay 
check and other members of fa- 
milies have 
made 
themselves, 
available for work. 
"In addition, many persons who 
didn't work in war and 
• defense 
jobs in World War II now seem 
to have a. desire for that type of 
occupation." 


Re«dy said many of those 
he 


talked to expressed great concern 
over the Korean situation and ap- 
peared sincere in making applica- 
tions for war-time jobs.

'Starting!? Lou;/ Captors Report

TOKYO. July 20.—tS5)—Morale 


and training among some recent- 
ly organized North Korean divis- 
ions was "startlngly low," a head- 
quarters communique said today.

of captured North Korean sold- 
iers." 
North Korean troops don't sur- 


render easily, headquarters said, 
because they fear they will be 
killed If they do. 
Intelligence--.reports said cap- 
tured Reds explained that North 
Korean successes so far were due 
to superiority in numbers 
of 
tanks and ground troops. 
Planes First Siipns. 


Prisoners 
said 
the first sign 
they saw that other nations had 
entered the war was American 
and Australian planes overhead. 


Headquarters detailed the ex- 
perience of the 15th North Ko- 
rean division—now in the Central 
sector—as an example of the low 
level of training 
and 
morale 
among newly mobilized Commun- 
ist units. 


Intelligence agencies reported: 
The 15th was built up around 


a nucleus of battle-hardened offi- 
cers and noncoms with Manchur- 
ia and China experience. 


Specialists—tank 
and 
mortar 
crews, machine gunners and other 
skilled personnel—trained in the 
North Korean army were added. 
The division was brought to full 
strength in June with the addition 
of draftees as foot soldiers. 


These draftees were called up 
in April and sent to the "Young 
Democratic 
Training 
School." 
They were in garrison the first 
month and in the field the next. 
Some of the captured men said 
they had fired as few as three 
practice rifle shots. 


On June 26 the "students" were 
given guns and ammunition and 
told they were members of the 
15th North Korean Infantry divis- 
ion.

The proposed white site, in. the 
northwest cart of the city, includes 
27 acres.

^ viewed tentative floor plans for 
both units. The floor plans were 
submitted by William B. Lane, 
an associate of the 
Boese and 
Harkrlder architectural firm, Ft.

CorsJcana's 
city 
commission 


Tuesday sold $300.000 worth 
of 
sewer service revenue bonds for 
a net annual interest of 2.134, con- 
siderably less than 
the " county 
hospital 
bonds sold for 
several 


months ago. 
Eleven bond firms 
presented bids and the lowest was 
submitted by the firm of Merrill 
Lynch, Pierce, Fenner' and Beane, 
New York City, and Texas Bank 
and Trust Co., Dallas. 


The commissioners also order- 
ed City Atty, Julius Jacobs to 
file suits against six property 
owners ordering them to com* 
ply; with the city's sewerage or- 
dinance. Jacobs said he would 
write letters to all the property 
owners first, 
giving them 
a 
week to comply. It was point- 
ed out these property owners 
own property which house ap- 
proximately 30 dry toilets and 
which are within 150 feet of city 
sewer lines. The ordinance pro- 
vides such residences must tie 
on to the sewer line. 
Named as violators of the ordi- 
nance were M. Ellas. Roy Albrlt- 
ton, 
W. A. Wright, M. P. Wil- 
liams, Clark 
Butler 
and 
Will 
Thompson. , 
In connection with enforcement 


of the sewerage ordinance, Leon 
Trammel appaered before the com- 
mission with a plan to purchase 
equipment, and materials in 
car- 


load lots ;and have special crews 
install bathroom fixtures. 
He said he believed this could 
be done at :greatly reduced prices. 
The matter was referred to Mayor 
Hubert T. Braaelton and Sanitary 
Commissioner Edgar Rlttersbach- 
cr. It was suggested that inter- 
ested persons call either of the 
two officials. 
This plan is not to be confused 


with a plan the commissioners 
are studying to set up a revolv- 
ing fund to aid those who can't 
afford to make sewer line con- 
nections, Rittersbacher said. 
A petition signed by 16 residents, 


of the Liberty Heights Addition 
on the old' Blooming Grove road 
was read. It stated that at the 
Jan. 17 meeting of the commis- 
sion, the commission approved 
a 
plan to lay 2,000 feet of eight-inch 
sewer line to serve 14 connections 
in that area and to eliminate 10 
septic tanks. 
The cost at 
that 
time was set at $1,600. 
The petition stated that noth- 
ing had been done on the matter. 
Mayor Braselton said the mat- 
ter had been laid over because 
of the cost of the project and 
suegested the matter be, investi- 
gated by City Engineer Fred V.

more than the -14 connections 
mentioned.

Proposed Budget 
For City Calls 
For Lower Tax 


Corslcana's city budget for the 


1950-51 year was filed with the 
city clerk this week and if it is 
accepted 
ELS proposed citizens will 


enjoy a tax rate of $1,21 per hun- 
dred, five cents less than last year. 


The proposed budget shows es- 


timeated receipts of $471,245,74 with 
expenditures of $577,355.75. It was 
pointed out that these expenditures 
Include such permanent improve- 
ments as the following , 
New fire truck, $15,000; mov- 


ing of East side water tower, 
$35,000; Lake HalberfcOmmbers 
Creek water line, $30,000; new 
maintainer, $10,000; and sewage 
disposal 
plant . improvements, 


$45,000. These far exceed the dis- 
bursement overage of $106,110,- 
01, 
City Secretary 
J. Preston 


Welch pointed out, 
The estimated budget was based 


on an estimated' valuation .of $16 
million, an increase of toout $1,- 
000,000 over the past year, and tax 
rates proposed on the $100 valua- 
tion for funds as follows: 
General, 59 cents; street, 25 cents; 


interest and sinking, 32 cents,'and 
library five cents. The tax rate 
last vear was $1.26. 


Welch said the five cent de- 


crease was realized from the small- 
er amount owed by the Interest 
and sinking fund, which include 
tho city's bonded debt.
